In a Supplemental Notice of Allowability in this case mailed April 27, 2005, the 
Examiner correctly indicates the numbers of all allowed claims. In the prior Notice of 
Allowability, claims 30-34 were erroneously indicated as allowable instead of claims 
35-39.
